WASHINGTON, Dec. 8. 


—(ff>—A second firm, polite 
'refusal to extend the war 
debt moratorium was in the 
hands of the British today 
while the American govern- 
ment waited to see how 
much of the nearly $125,- 
000,000 due December 15 would be 
paid by foreign debtors. 
.A few hours after renewed op- 
position to reducing these obliga- 
tions had been heard in congress, 
Secretary Stimson last night gave 
Sir Ronald Lindsay, the British 
ambassador, the United States re- 
ply to that country's newest re- 
quest for suspension of payments 
this month. 


While the contents were not made 


public, it was assumed in official 
quarters that the note said again 
that congress alone could change 
the debt situation, that the presi- 
dent would ask creation of an 
agency to study it, and advised 
that payment be made. 


At least six countries have ask- 
ed for a new moratorium, 
the 
Belgian government making a sec- 
ond appeal yesterday. 
President 


Hoover, is expected soon to trans- 
mit a special message on the debt 
question to congress. 
Meanwhile, 
"Secretary Stimson is understood 
to be preparing a second reply to 
France.

RAILROADS OFFER 
RECOVERY PROGRAM 


III COOLIDGE BODY 


SEVEN-POINTPTAN FOR RES- 
CUING NATION'S RAILWAYS 
FROM GRAVE SITUATION 


NEW . YORK, Dec. 8.—I 
railroads, tooting for a clear track 
and prosperity, delivered a bulky 
document to 
Calvin Coolidge and 
associates today. 
It contained the story of the 
railroads' plight, a plea for "equal- 
ity and opportunity" and a seven- 
point program intended to 
res- 
cue the nation's gigantic network 
of steel and rolling stock from a 
situation called grave. 


Alfred P. Thorn, general counsel 


for the Association of 
Railway 
Executives, spoke for the railroads 
cf the country in presenting 
the 
statement to the national trans- 
portation committee, 
headed by 


Coolidge. 
Summarized, 
the recommenda- 


tions were: 
"1. Amend the Reconstruction 
Finance Corporation act so as to 
permit loans to railroads upon 
certificate of the interstate 
com- 


merce commission that a proposed 
loan is, in its judgment, adequate- 
ly secured or that the past record 
of earnings of that carrier and its 
prospect for future earnings fur- 
nished reasonable 
assurance 
of 


the applicant's ability to repay. 
"2. Repeal the recapture provis- 


ions ot the section ISA of the 
Interstate commerce act. 
Which 


requires a railroad to give the gov- 
ernment one-half of its earnings 
: above 0 per cent. 


. "3. Federal and state regula- 


' tlon of commercial vehicles oper- 
ating over the public highways. 
Federal Competition. 
"4. Federal government should 


retire 
from barge operation 
on 
-JVr inland waterways in competi-

"But 
I didn't kill Wanderwell." 


The widow of the Captain said 
Guy had threatened her husband 
over financial matters 
and had 


engaged in a fist fip-ht with him. 


Guy was 
further 
linked with 
the slaying by two persons who 
were aboard the yacht when Wan- 
derwell was slain. Edmund Zeran- 
ski, 
Hollywood 
cameraman, 
and 


Cuthbert Wills, engineer of the 
yacht, said Guy talked like and 
appeared to be the man who wore 
a gray suit and who had inquired 
through a porthole for 
Captain 


Wanderwell shortly before he was 
found dead in his cabin. 


The suspect admitted he had 
entered the United States illegal- 
ly and had voted in the last pres- 
idential 
election. 
He 
said

way a native of Cardiff, Wales. 


The youthful adventurer, who 
quarreled with Wanderwell after 
a journey with the latter through 
South America, admitted he had 
engaged in a fight with the globe- 
trotter and had differences with 
him over money matters. 
"I met Wanderwell and his par- 
ty in Buenos Aires In September 
or October of last year," he said.

Explaining the increase, the de- 


partment said it was due partly to 
better yields per acre in all ' the 
major producing states and also 
to the fact that early reports ol 
acreage planted to cotton were un- 
duly low. 


The estimate was of December 
1. The total crop last year was 
17,096,000 bales and in 1930 it was 
13,932,000. 
The average yield per acre was 


estimated at 162.1 pounds compar- 
ed with 201.2 last

The cotton crop this year was es- 
timated today at 12,727,000 bales of 
500 pounds gross weight by the

citizens ascribes the major

tion for the almost total absence 
of many of the diseases of chil- 
dren 
that aro usually rampant 


about this time of the year. 


The doctor advised parents who 


had children who felt badly and 
were running temperatures above 
normal to keep 
them 
out 
of 


school and co'nsult the family phy- 
sician immediately to prevent se- 
vere cases of communicable dis- 
eases and their spread to others 
through attendance in the 
city 
schools. 


As a general precaution, all cit- 


izens should avoid contacts with 
people having heavy colds, avoid 
close 
and 
overcrowded 
rooms, 
large crowds, and be sure that 
t'.e body is eliminating proper- 
ly at all times. 


The city schools were report- 
ed running about normal Tuesday 
with no more than the usual per- 
centage 
of absentees, indicating 
that influenza is not taking a 
heavy toll among tho children.

'Your shorter hours are no use 
to you." a locomotive engineer's 
wife said to her husband; "you 
lust sit in that chair and smoke." 
Mere do-nothingness Is the lowest 
form of leisure. 
The Bible has 
sharp words to say about the idler. 


A Mill-Worker's Memories. 


Across the years there comes to 


me a vivid memory from my early 
Doyhood, when I worked in a tex- 
tile mill. Twelve hours a day was 
then the normal working period; 
and often three or four hours of 
night-work were added. My work 
required constant activity; and I 
can still recall the sweet luxuriance 
of being able to lie down for half 
an hour at 
lunch time on an 


odorous sack of wool, in sheer re- 
laxation. Just to rest—to do noth- 
ing—to give the tired muscles a 
bit of repose—that was bliss .be- 
yond words. 
So I am thinking first of the 


multitudes who do exhausting phy- 
sical 
work—not 
forgetting 
the 


ceaseless busyness of the mothers 
of 
the 
world—to 
whom 
leisure 


means first of all ret. From <"irli- 
est days I recall my tired mothers 
frantic exclamation. "I want you to 
put on my tomb-stone 'At Rest.'' 
Heaven is the hope and haven of 
weary spirits overstrained in earth's 
duties. 
There are hosts of men 


and women to whom the active 
physical burden of heavy work is 
a. load crushing both body anc 
soul. 
The new order of longer 


leasure will be a boon to them. 


Some persons came to the enc 


of each day literally too tired to 
think or read or to pray. Their 
lives are 
"cabined, 
cribbed 
and 


confined" to the limits of work- 
ing, eating, sleeping. There is no 
room in them for aesthetic or spir- 
itual 
development. 
Because 
he 


was a laboring man, used to the 
Orient's long hours of unremitting 
toil, Jesus could say with especial 
feeling, "Come unto Me, all ye 
that labor and are heavy laden, 
and I will give you rest." 
He 


knew what He was talking about. 


A Historic Instance. 


In the light of this background, 


it is of interest to observe the 
practice of Jesus, during His pub- 
lic ministry. 
He 
insisted upon

As The Jews of Old. 


Many persons will be surprised

There is peril in our new -wealth 


of leisure. It. may soften the fibre 
of life. When one is in command 
of one's own character to use that 
time wisely. Physical, mental- and 
spiritual recuperation are the real 
ends of leisure. 


This new riches of time should 


be invested, too, in public service 
It. is not enough to enjoy the open 
air and to tend a garden. There 
should be a devation of activity to 
avocations which wi" give no re- 
turn in money, but only in the bet- 
terment of the common weal. Our 
day's new problems call for a deal 
of leisurely thinking and reading 
and conferring. 


With that incisiveness of speech 


which enabled him so greatly to 
enrich the world's1 literature, the

JAP DESTROYER IS 
OVERTURNED MONDAY 


DY MONSOON BURST 


OVER HUNDRED OF CREW 
MISSING AS SHIP IS UPSIDE 
DOWN IN EAST CHINA SEA 


TOKIO, Dec. 6. 


The trim Japanese destroy: 
er Sawarabi drifted upside 
down in the East China Sea 
today, with 104 of her crew 
probably dead, victims of 
the 
treacherous 
monsoon 


that blows off the coast of 
Asia. 


The phenomenon known as the 


burst of the monsoon, or sudden 
seasonal 
change in the 
usually 


steady wind, struck the Sawarabi 
and three sister ships 100 miles 
off Formosa Island Monday after- 
noon. 


The darkness des^nded on the 


destroyers late yestcTOay afternoon 
in the midst of the storm, and the 
sister ships— the Sanaya, the Kure- 
take, and the Wakatakc— lost sight 
of the Sadarabi as they wallowed 
helplessly in the troughs of the sea. 


The three stood by the Sawarabi, 


and as soon as conditions cleared 
early today, picked up 16 survivors 
from the sea, one of whom later 
died of his injuries. 
The skipper, 


Lieut. Commander Kengo Kadota, 
went to his death with his ship, 
so far as the naval ministry knew. 


Inside the hull of the Sawarabi, 


as it bobbled dangerously 
in the 


northern entrance 
of 
Formosa 


Strait, were believed to be most 
of the corpses of the offices and 
men who manned her when she 
left the Kure naval base in the 
main island grou^ of Japan Sat- 
urday. 


This was the guess of the min- 


istry, which learned the 16 res- 
cued were on deck when the storm 
struck. 
A few might have been 


washed 
overboard 
and 
drowned, 


but it was believed most were be- 
low the hatches, which were bat- 
tened down against the storm. Thua 
they would either have 
drowned 


or suffocated. 


The Sawarabi was a 820 ton 


craft with a speed of 311-2 knots. 
She was completed in 1923. 


As the navy department 
swung 


into, action 
today, more than a 


dozen craft were 
either 
at 
the 


scene of the disaster or on the 
way. 


Hope for Crew Small. 


Small hopes was held, however, 


that any more of the crew would 
be picked up alive. 


Besides, the vessels from 
the 


Mako and Sasebo naval bases, the 
Kure naval base ordered the de- 
stroyer Shikinami and the special 
service ship Asahl to the scene. 
The Asahi is fitted with special 
grappling apparatus usually cm- 
ployed over sunken submarines. It 
is hoped the Cawarabi 
can 
be 


righted and her mysterious 
fate 


investigated. 


High naval officers studied re- 


ports of the disaster as the day 
wore on and were gradually evolv- 
ing a theory as to why the sis-

ships suffered

little distress while the Sawarabi
